British a nd U. S. Spelling

A rather complicated inqu iry into the spelling 
habits of American and British boy s and g irls has 
ju st been reported in the London Teachers’ World. 
A list had been compiled of the 5 0 words most often 
misspelled by Americans in compositions written by 
2 ,414 candidates for colleg e entrance du ring sev en ; 
y ears. The British edu cational jou rnal then decided 
to try ou t the same words on pu pils In the United 
King dom. 
Unfortu nately for the enlig htenment of a wait­ 
ing world, the persons in the United States w hose, 
spelling was so tabu lated were all hig h school g rad­ 
u ates 17 and 18 y ears old, while the y ou ng British­ 
ers were elementary school pu pils between the ag es 
of 10 and 13 y ears. 
Any casu ally interested person not on the inside 
of the edu cational world wou ld ex pect differences in 
spelling between two su ch g rou ps ev en if they were 
all of one nationality . It does not seem 
su rprising 
that the y ou ng er children misspelled more of 
the 
long words, while the older pu pils .misspelled g ener­ 
ally with a fine disreg ard of the word’s leng th. 
It is Interesting , howev er, to note that the word 
most commonly misspelled by the American wou ld- 
be colleg e entrants was the simple word “too.” This 
word ranked forty -third in the 
British 
frequ ency 
list. “Tog ether,” fou rth on the American list, was 
forty -ninth on the British list. 
The inv estig ating edu cators hav e conclu ded that 
British and American pu pils misspelled 
different 
words. It is a tremendou sly v ital discov ery , perhaps, 
thou g h no one has y et ex plained its importance.
